Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for 
the  year  1939.  The  Report  is  in  accordance  with  the  Memoran- 
dum issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  is  an  outline  of  the 
main  conditions  relating  to  the  health  of  the  Borough  and  the 
utilities  of  the  department. 

I wish  to  put  on  record  the  valuable  services  rendered  by 
Inspector  Jenkins,  who  had  served  for  a period  of  40  years.  In- 
spector Mills  was  appointed  senior  sanitary  inspector  on  the  re- 
tirement of  Inspector  Jenkins. 
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GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938  I reviewed  briefly 
the  changes  in  the  industrial  conditions  that  had  occurred  in  this 
Borough.  The  following  are  the  new  factories  which  have  been 
erected  in  this  Borough  since  1936  : Messrs.  Hall’s  Accessories, 
Ltd. ; Chemical  Factory  at  Bon-y-maen  Farm,  Pant ; Button  F“ac- 
tory  ; Silk  Stocking  Factory,  and  Soap  Factory. 

The  total  number  of  people  employed  in  these  factories  is 
approximately  2,650.  This  has  reflected  itself  in  the  general  im- 
provement of  the  standand  of  living  of  the  people  who  had  been 
subjected  to  a most  severe  depression  over  a nmnber  of  years. 
There  are,  however,  6,300  unemployed  in  the  Borough  at  present. 

Housing. 

The  housing  conditions  are  still  in  a deplorable  condition, 
and  Merthyr — between  slum  clearance  and  overcrowding — requires 
at  least  another  2,000  houses. 

Since  1936,  up  to  December  a total  of  365  houses  have  been 
erected  by  the  Corporation — 46  at  Heolgerrig  and  319  at  Galon 
Uchaf.  With  the  exception  of  37,  which  were  given  to  key  men 
of  new  industries,  these  houses  were  let  to  tenants  from  slum 
dwelhngs  which  had  been  condemned.

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Nothing  further  has  been  done  regarding  the  scheme  put 
forward  to  the  Distressed  Areas  Commissioner  regarding  the 
nuisance  arising  as  the  result  of  sewage  discharging  into  the 
Morlais  Brook. 

Landslide  at  Abercynon. 

I wish  to  make  a special  note  of  the  fact  that  a landslide 
occurred  at  Craig  Evan,  Leyshon  Common,  Abercynon,  on  the 
5th  December,  1939,  between  the  Traveller’s  Rest  and  Cilfynydd. 
This  had  the  effect  of  refuse  tip  of  the  Abercynon  ColHeries 
shding  down  the  face  of  the  mountain,  covering  the  main  Cardiff 
road  for  a distance  of  approximately  100  yards  to  a depth  of 
between  6 and  12  feet,  and  proceeding  to  vacant  land  on  the 
west  side  of  the  main  road,  filling  the  Glamorgan  Canal  and  the 
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railway  foundation  of  the  G.W.R.,  and  then  proceeding  to  com- 
pletely fill  the  river  bed  to  a depth  of  20-30  feet,  and  finally  de- 
positing a quantity  of  refuse  for  a short  distance  on  the  land  of 
the  Abercynon  Sewage  Farm. 

Much  damage  has  been  caused  to  the  farm  lands  and  to 
certain  sewers,  and  also  to  the  river  bed  in  its  lower  reaches 
(where  a concrete  wall  was  erected  some  years  ago  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  farm  lands)  which  has  now  silted  up  to  a dangerous 
degree  on  account  of  floods. 

The  area  of  land  on  the  Sewage  Farm,  and  which  can  never 
be  reclaimed,  is  4.2  acres.  This  will  involve  the  party  respon- 
sible in  the  construction  of  a modern  rotary  sprinkler  of  the 
equivalent  value  of  the  land  lost,  the  construction  of  which  should 
be  proceeded  with  forthwith. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortafity  rate  was  85  as  compared  udth  78 
last  year.  This  slight  fall  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  com- 
pares unfavourably  with  the  drop  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate 
in  the  whole  country  and  in  the  other  Great  Towns  and 
Boroughs. 

Diphtheria. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  case  mortaUty  for  diphtheria 
is  the  lowest  on  record.  The  number  of  children  completely 
immunised  during  the  year  was  374  ; partially  immimised,  159.

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It  will  be  observed  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  popu- 
lation from  1901  to  1911  of  11,762,  and  from  1911  to  1921  a 
decrease  of  874 — a percentage  decrease  of  1.1.  From  1911  to  1921 
the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  9,598,  but  there  was  a loss 
by  migration  of  10,472.

1939  was  1,117  ; but  with  the  addition  of  53  deaths  of  Merthyr 
residents  occurring  outside  the  area  and  the  exclusion  of  139 
deaths  of  non-residents  within  the  area,  the  total  number  of 
deaths  for  Merthyr  Tydfil  was  892,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  14.49 
of  the  estimated  mid-year  population. 

The  death  rate  for  1938  was  15.69,  showing  an  increase  of 
1.20.  In  1911  it  was  15.6  ; in  1921  it  was  12.7;  and  in  1931  it 
was  14.2.  This  recorded  death  rate  has  been  multiplied  by  a 
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comparability  factor  given  by  the  Registrar  General  of  1.12,  and 
brings  the  standardised  death  rate  to  16.2,  as  compared  with 
17.5  for  last  year. 

Of  the  139  deaths  of  non-residents,  93  occurred  in  Tydfil 
Lodge,  19  in  the  General  Hospital,  14  in  the  Mardy  Hospital, 
1 1 in  Pontsarn  Sanatorium,  1 at  the  Ocean  Colliery,  and  1 
at  the  Troedyrhiw  Bathing  pool.

The  number  of  deaths  under  1 during  the  year  was  77,  which 
is  4 higher  than  last  year,  and  gives  a rate  of  85  per  1,000  births. 

Of  the  deaths  72  were  of  legitimate  infants,  equivalent  to  a 
rate  of  84.0  per  1,000  legitimate  births,  while  5 were  illegitimate 
infants,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  111  per  1,000  illegitimate  births. 
For  England  and  Wales  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  50  per 
1,000,  and  for  the  126  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  it  was  53  per 
1,000  births. 

Of  the  77  deaths  27  occurred  under  1 week,  14  occurred 
under  1 month,  13  1-3  months,  12  3-6  months  and  11  6-12  months. 

The  sub-joined  tables  give  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for 
most  of  the  years  1900  to  1939.  It  will  be  observed  that  there 
was  a significant  decline  in  this  Mortality  Rate  from  the  \ear 
1900  to  1915.  From  1919  on  to  1939  the  rate  has  fluctuated 
between  74  and  100.  There  is,  of  course,  an  increased  maternal 
care,  but  the  external  environmental  conditions  — social  and 
domestic — have  adversely  affected  the  conditions  in  this  Borough, 
and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  85  per  1,000  live  births  is 
far  too  high. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of  life 
was  41,  27  of  which  occurred  imder  1 week.  Of  the  27,  13  were 
due  to  premature  birth,  4 to  convulsions,  3 to  asthenia,  3 to 
congenital  debility,  1 to  heart  failure,  and  3 to  other  causes. 
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The  number  of  deaths  occurring  between  4 weeks  and  under 
3 months  was  13,  4 of  which  were  due  to  convulsions,  3 to 
bronchitis,  1 to  marasmus,  1 to  heart  failure,  1 to  suffocation, 
1 to  pneumonia,  1 to  congenital  debility,  and  1 to  other  causes.

Midwives  Act,  1936. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  31st  of  July,  1937,  and 
a domiciliary  service  of  salaried  midwives  was  commenced.  The 
Borough  was  divided  into  certain  areas,  roughly  corresponding 
to  the  actual  Wards,  and  12  Midwives  and  one  Relief  Midwife 
were  appointed  at  a salary  of  £150  per  annum,  rising  by  annual 
increments  of  £10  to  a maximum  of  £200  per  annum,  plus  a 
uniform  allowance  of  £5  and  reasonable  travelHng  expenses.  In 
addition  to  the  usual  holidays  enjoyed  by  the  Town  Hall  staff, 
each  Midwife  has  one  day  a week  off  per  month,  with  the 
exception  of  the  week  where  the  Midwife  gets  an  entire  week- 
end off  duty,  and  that  occurs  once  every  month. 

Each  Midwife  has  to  have  a telephone  installed  in  her  house 
at  the  cost  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  an  allowance  of  approxi- 
mately five  guineas  a year  is  granted  towards  the  cost  of  such. 
This  allowance  varies  slightly,  depending  upon  the  distances  that 
the  Midwife  has  to  telephone  to  the  Supervisor.  No  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  any  Nursing  Associations  ; the  domicifiaiy^ 
service  is  given  entirely  by  the  Local  Authority'. 

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  Midwives  to  the 
31st  of  December,  1939  was  1,001.  The  average  number  of  cases 
per  Midwife  was  83.  This  number  is  small,  but  regard  must  be 
had  to  the  pecuhar  configuration  of  the  Borough  and  the  act 
that  no  Midwife  is  supplied  with  a car,  and,  consequently,  long 
distances  have  to  be  undertaken  on  foot. 

The  total  amount  of  fees  received  up  to  31st  December, 
1939,  in  respect  of  attendances  of  Midwives  as  Midwives  or 
Maternity  Nurses  was  £396  8s.  6d. 
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The  fees  charged  to  individuals  for  attention  as  Midwives  or 
Maternity  Nurses  is  as  follows,  and  remission  of  fee  takes  place

The  facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  for  the  above  con- 
dition are  in  the  Mardy  Hospital  Grounds. 

The  Clinics  are  available  at  3 p.m.  for  females  on  Tuesdays 
and  for  males  on  Thursdays  at  5 p.m.  The  Irrigation  Room  is 
open  daily  (except  Sundays)  at  12  noon  and  5 p.m. 

On  January  1st,  1939,  37  males  and  21  females  were  under 
treatment,  and  during  the  year  47  males  and  8 females  came 
under  treatment  for  the  first  time.  The  number  of  cases  which 
ceased  to  attend  before  the  completion  of  treatment  was  23  males 
and  eight  females.  Three  males  and  one  female  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  centres  for  treatment.

CANCER  AND  MALIGNANT  DISEASE. 

Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease  was  given  as  the  cause  of 
death  in  75  cases.  It  was  responsible  for  8.4%  of  the  total 
deaths,  as  compared  with  10.7%  last  year.  The  death  rate 
was  1.05  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
1.6  last  year. 

Facilities  for  diagnosis  of  Cancer  in  the  area  were  discussed 
last  year.  Since  then  there  has  been  a meeting  of  Local  Authori- 
ties at  Cardiff  to  discuss  the  question  of  a Radio  Therapeutic 
Centre.

Public  Assistance  Administration. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  all  Pubhc  Assistance 
Committees  and  all  the  Institution  Committees,  and  is  respon- 
sible for  advising  the  Council  on  all  matters  in  relation  to  the 
public  health. 

There  is  a full-time  District  Medical  Officer  for  the  Dowlais 
and  Penydarren  area,  but  in  all  other  areas  of  the  Borough  part- 
time  District  Medical  Officers  are  employed. 

As  I have  stated,  this  is  an  ordinary  Report,  and  details  of 
the  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  various  doctors  are  not 
being  published  in  this  Report. 

There  are  three  part-time  consultants  on  the  staff — Professor 
vStrachan,  Dr.  Robert  Owen,  Mr.  A.  O.  Parker. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  under  Section  13  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  regarding  the  interchange  of  con- 
sultants. The  matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

As  stated  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  considerable  use  has 
been  made  of  in-patient  treatment  for  expectant  mothers.  The 
services  of  an  obstetric  consultant  have  been  used  freely  by  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Wel- 
fare Committee. 

Appended  are  the  classifications  of  in-patients  who  were  dis- 
charged from  or  who  died  in  the  Institution  during  the  year,  and 
a classification  of  the  accommodation  for  the  sick  and  the  number 
of  beds  occupied  on  31st  December,  1939.  These  tables  apply

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

There  are  two  Committees  dealing  with  the  care  of  the 
Blind 

(1)  A Bhnd  Persons  Committee  set  up  under  the  Bhnd 
Persons  Act,  consisting  of  certain  members  of  the 
Cotmcil  and  four  co-opted  members. 

(2)  An  Institution  Committee,  which  is  a voluntary*  com- 
mittee. 

The  Bhnd  Persons  Committee  are  empowered  to  make  a 
grant  of  money  to  bhnd  persons  under  the  scheme.  The  scheme 
of  the  Council  tmder  the  Bhnd  Persons  Act,  1938,  provides  for  an 
allowance  which  will  bring  the  income  of  a bhnd  person  up  to  a 
maximum  of  17s.  6d.  per  week  after  taking  into  consideration 
the  income  of  the  applicant  from  all  sources.  Apphcations  are 
only  considered  in  respect  of  persons  who  are  registered  under 
the  Bhnd  Persons  Act,  1920. 

Under  the  Council’s  scheme  the  Corporation  employ  the 
Institute  as  agents  for  employable  bhnd  persons,  and  the  Council 
undertake  to  pay  an  augmentive  aUowance  of  £50  a year  in 
re.spect  of  each  worker.  Payment  to  single  persons,  £1  1 7s.  Od. 
per  week  ; married  persons,  £2  5s.  Od.  per  week. 
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On  31st  March,  1940,  there  were  271  registered  bhnd  persons 
in  the  County  Borough  of  Merthyr  Tydfil  — 136,  males, 
135  females. 

There  were  six  children  under  16  years  of  age — 2 males  and 
4 females.  Three  of  these — 1 male  and  2 females — were  being 
educated  at  the  Bridgend  School  for  the  Blind  ; 1 female  is  re- 
ceiving private  tuition  at  home,  and  1 male  and  1 female  are 
mentally  deficient. 


There  were  21  blind  persons  employed  at  the  Merthyr  Tydfil 
and  Mid-Wales  Institution  for  the  Blind — 18  males  and  3 females. 
1 male  was  employed  as  a home  teacher. 

Blindness. 

A Circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  in  August,  1937, 
and  the  Local  Authority  have  decided  to  adopt  the  model  scheme 
suggested  in  the  Circular. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 


There  are  three  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Borough — two  open- 
air  and  one  enclosed.  One  of  the  open-air  baths  is  situated  at 
Treharris  and  the  other  at  Dowlais.  The  enclosed  bath  is  situated 
at  Penydarren. 


The  capacity  of  the  Penydarren  Baths  is  70,000  gallons,  and 
that  undergoes  complete  filtration  every  four  hours.  The  filtering 
plant  is  the  pulsometer. 


The  two  open-air  baths  have  a capacity  of  approximately 
130,000  gallons,  and  complete  filtration  takes  place  every  six 
hours.  The  filtration  plant  in  these  cases  is  the  pulsometer. 
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Fortnightly  visits  are  paid  to  the  Baths  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  gauge  the  general  clean- 
Uness  of  the  Baths,  the  clarity  of  the  water,  and  the  general 
facilities.

The  Baths  Superintendent  is  famihar  with  the  Orthotohdine 
method  for  the  test  of  free  chlorine,  and  a [free  chlorine  content 
of  .3  parts  per  milhon  is  reasonably  maintained.  In  addition, 
the  alkalility  of  the  water  is  gauged  by  a simple  colorimetric 
apparatus,  and  the  P.H.  figure  of  7 'is  the  figure  aimed  at.

MARDY  HOSPITAL.

THE  GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

This  Hospital  has  120  beds,  and  includes  a children’s  ward. 
An  addition  to  the  Hospital  has  been  opened,  and  comprises 
room  for  eye  and  ear,  nose  and  throat  departments,  an  X-Ray 
department,  and  a children’s  ward. 

TYDFIL  LODGE  (formerly  the  Union  Infirmary). 

The  accommodation  for  the  sick  is  337  beds,  and  includes 
hospital  accommodation  for  the  Borough  and  the  parts  of  the 
Counties  of  Glamorgan  and  Brecon  that  were  formerly  comprised 
in  the  Merthyr  Union. 

PONTSARN  SANATORIUM. 

The  Pontsam  Sanatorium  is  the  propert}^  of  the  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association,  and  has  38  beds  for  tubercu- 
losis patients. 

TUBERCULOSIS  INSTITUTE. 

This  building  is  the  property  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association,  and  is  situate  in  Church  Street,  Merthyr  Tydfil. 

There  is  no  institutional  accommodation  in  the  Borough  for 
unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children.

The  Council  possesses  a motor  ambulance  for  the  transport 
of  infectious  cases,  and  also  one  for  accidents,  etc.  The  Public 
Assistance  Committee  possess  two  motor  ambulances,  as  do  also 
several  of  the  colliery  companies.

Designation,  “ Pasteurised.” 

One  Pasteuriser’s  License,  authorising  the  use  of  the  Special 
Designation,  “ Pasteurised,”  in  relation  to  milk  treated  by  the 
Pasteurising  process  at  Merthyr. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  paid  372  visits  of 
inspection  to  the  dairies  and  cowsheds,  and  28  notices  were 
served  under  the  regulations  in  respect  of  dairies,  cowsheds  and 
milk-shops.  The  condition  of  the  cowsheds  is  now  satisfactory, 
but  needs  continual  vigilance.  A dairy  is  provided  in  conjunc- 
tion with  every  cowshed  as  well  as  a milk-cooling  apparatus. 

Twenty-two  samples  of  milk  were  reported  dirty  by  the 
analyst,  and  48  slightly  dirty,  out  of  a total  of  114  which  were 
examined.  The  necessary  warning  was  given  and  advice  regard- 
ing the  methods  of  avoiding  contamination.  I regret  to  say  that 
much  of  the  contaminated  milk  is  derived  from  adjoining  farms 
outside  the  area. 
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SLAUGHTER-HOUSE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  were  8 registered  and  6 licensed  slaughter-houses  in 
use  during  the  year.  Ten  notices  were  served  under  the  Bye-lawg 
to  abate  nuisances  or  lime-wash  the  premises.  3,921  visits  were 
made  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection  by  the  {sanitary  Inspec- 
tors, who  all  possess  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  In- 
stitute for  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 

Forty-five  slaughter-men  were  given  licenses  during  the  year, 
and  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  regarding  the  humane  and 
scientific  slaughter  of  animals,  including  sheep  and  lambs,  were 
carried  out. 

The  amount  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  was  as 
follows  : — 

Beef,  9,928  lbs.  ; Pork,  2,970  lbs.  ; Mutton,  1,396  lbs.  ; Livers, 
4,092  lbs.  ; Chickens,  2 ; Rabbits,  49  ; Eggs,  343. 

Other  foods  condemned  were  : Fruit,  784  lbs.  ; Fish,  5,170 
lbs.  ; Butter,  48  lbs  ; Vegetables,  526  lbs.  ; Tinned  Goods,  1,364 
receptacles.

The  action  taken 
in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  scholars  and  for  preventing  the 
spread  of  infectious  diseases  is  in  conformity  with  the  Memoran- 
dum on  the  Closure  and  Exclusion  from  School,  1925,  issued 
conjointly  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Education. 


RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ORDER,  1919.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

The  following  table  shows  the  Inspectors’  work  regarding  the  eradi- 
cation of  bed  bugs.

These  houses  were  visited  either  in  normal  house-to-house  inspections 
or  as  the  result  of  complaints  from  the  tenants.  The  Inspectors  report 
that  exceUent  results  have  been  obtained  by  cleaning  and  scrubbing  ear- 
ned out  systematically,  with  soap  and  water.  In  addition,  sulphur 
lumlgatioii,  Izal  spray  and  insecticide  sprays  were  used. 

With  regard  to  the  removal  of  tenants  from  Slum  Clearance  areas  to 
the  new  Housing  Estate,  the  furniture  and  effects  were  disinfected  with 
hydro-cyamc  acid  gas.  The  bedding  was  steam  disinfected,  and  all  clothing 
was  sin^arly  steam  disinfected.  This  work  was  carried  out  by  a Con-

The  regulations  generally  have  been  satisfactorily  carried  out 
during  the  year.  The  handling  and  transport  of  meat  is  observed 
in  accordance  with  the  above  regulations,  and  the  hawkers’  carts 
are  protected  in  such  a manner  as  to  prevent  contamination  of 
the  meat. 

The  use  of  greaseproof  paper  is  rigidly  enforced  for  the 
wrapping  of  meat  and  bacon. 

Notice  of  emergency  slaughter  continues  to  be  given  where 
necessary.  The  slaughter  of  pigs,  etc.,  even  for  home  consump- 
tion, is  invariably  carried  out  at  the  slaughter-houses,  prior  notice 
being  given  in  each  case  as  to  the  place  and  time  of  slaughter. 

All  meat-carriers  in  the  Borough  are  provided  with  and  wear 
washable  head-covering  and  overalls  when  carrying  meat.

INSPECTION  OF  PLACES  WHERE  FOOD  IS 
PREPARED. 

RKSTAURANT  KITCHBNS.  Including  licensed  premises 
where  food  is  prepared,  there  are  29  in  the  Borough.  Owing  to 
the  closure  of  the  steelworks  at  Dowlais  there  is  not  the  same 
demand  for  meals  in  restaurant  kitchens.  In  two  instances  it 
was  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  neglect  of  cleansing  and 
Ume-washing.  Otherwise  the  Inspectors  report  favourably  as  to 
the  sanitary  conditions  and  the  condition  of  the  foods. 

FISH-FRYING  AND  CHIP  POTATO  SHOPS.  There  are 
39  in  the  Borough,  and  these  are  regularly  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  who  report  favourably  as  to  their  conditions  and 
absence  of  nuisance. 

ICF-CREAM  vendors.  There  are  59  premises  on  the 
register ; the  number  is  six  more  than  last  year.  These  pre- 
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niises  are  all  kept  under  constant  supervision,  and  a number  of 
applications  for  registration  were  refused  owing  to  the  unsuit- 
ability of  the  premises. 

BAKEHOUSES.  Fifty-eight  premises  were  in  use  during  the 
year,  including  one  certified  underground  bakehouse.  Three 
hundred  and  ten  visits  were  made  during  the  year  ; 16  notices 
of  repairs  and  hme-washing,  etc.,  were  served.  The  conditions 
generally  were  satisfactory. 

BUTCHERS.  Small  goods,  including  brawn,  polonies,  pies, 
faggots,  etc.,  were  prepared  at  52  butchers’  estabhshments  and 
four  cottages.  At  the  butchers’  estabhshments  the  work  is  car- 
ried out  in  a special  room,  and  electric  power  is  available.  In 
the  cottages  a small  business  is  done.  All  the  prennses  are  regu- 
larly visited  by  the  Inspectors,  and  the  conditions  foimd  to  be 
satisfactory . 

MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926.  The  provisions  of 
this  Act  are  now  being  carried  out  satisfactorily.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  warn  a number  of  traders  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  but  since  the  Act  has  been  explained  to  them  the 
necessary  markings  are  carried  out.
